We hear there was grant 
oxcitamont among the prisoners when tho list of 
those to be releqged: was being read out, each 
one expecting, or ab least hoping to be 
amongst the lucky ones.

THE PYRAMID ‘OF PEACE. 


‘Briganduge is of: frequent cecurreucs early 
all over Thibet, and ‘the valley of Tchorgorten 
unfortunately is often visited by lawless bands. 
Even in times of spparently profonud pose, 
the inhabitants are continually disturbed by fear 

, of the brigaads who periodically emerge fram | 
the mountains, and raid the valloy and surround- 
ing districts, carrying off all {he cattle they can 
Iny their hands on. They vome at tha most 
unexpected seasons, and somotimes in very large 
bands, to dart upon. {heir prey. As they charge 
through the valloy thoy keep up a continous 
dicoharge of the matcblocks, accompanied with 

_fenrtul yells, their object apparantly , being 

_” rathér to frigh(en poscaable dwellers than to do 
them positive harm, and they invariably succeed, 
Tho ahophords are simply torror-strioken at their 
Appearance ‘and fly ini all directions, carrying 

_with them only guch articles’ss they cau snatch 
up at the moment, aud leaviny vis seoruinder to 

' the robbers. The valley of ‘Eclorgorten is rich 
in pasturage, and thore aro therefore muarly all 


the year large herds of cattle in it, gathered |, 


from the neighbouring districts, the shepherds 

dwelling it tonts. ‘Tchorgorten also boasts a 

Lamasorai reputod for its medical instruction, 

On one oceasion 9 largo body of brigands 
dashed into the valley, and profiting by tha panic 
“and stampede of the shepherds, coolly. formed 5 
large. enclosure ‘with. xopes,. into. which tho 
drovo all the cattle ond shoop they could find. 

They then visited tha Lamasersi, but found it 
- vacant, for the whole hody of Lamas had-fled at 

the first signs of thelr presenes. Indeed; of tha 

inhabitants of the valley, the hermits were the 
only ones that remained, perched in-their alioat 
inaceassibla nests ov tha rocks. The brigands 
being comple: iiastor of the place proceedad 
with thoir wer? of dusteuotion, demolishing ond 
burning suck urtisles as were of no use to thom; 
they ovin burned tho idols of Buddha which they 
found in tlie temples, broke down the dama 
which ad been mude for the purpose of turning 
the praying mills, and finally burot the. temples 
ond eft them o mass of blackoned ruins. 
Some of the frgitive Lamas from Tchorgorten 
rushed to the Lamavorai of Kounboum with tho 
news of the terrible disaster, on bearing which 
the whole of the-Lamas of this monastery armed” 
themselves amid: loud voviferuticns, From. thé 
commotion they made one woultt lave fancied that 
they were going immediately to stact off ugaiuet 
the brigands to resono their proporty, but all 
the noise and vattutings only rosnited in Lamas 
armed whith lances and gana being placed to 
patrol tha neighbourhood. 
_ . Bomutimes, however, the brigands ara uot able 
to offvota surprise, forramours got abroad of their 
—intonded purpose, and sa tho days pass thrso 
rumours dettle intoosrtain intelligence of athreat- 
ened attack. Ononos suchozcasion theinhabitants 
of Tchorgorted appealed for help to the Thames 
of Korinboum, who at once responded to the call 
and sont’s Grand Lama and twenty atudents of 
the faculty of prayars to Téhorgorten. Thesa 
omiesaries were charged with the task of proteot- 
ing ‘tho place, and preserving peace and order, 
and they proceeded to carry out their instrac- 
tiong in the following mannor.. Immediately on 
reaching Tchorgorten they assembled the inhabit- 
ants of the valley with thoir chiefs of families, 
and desired them ta put away all feelings of ap 
prehension, for now siace thoy had como, there 
was nothing to fyar;: ater this they dismissed 
the assembly, The paopls wers again. collected 
the next morning, and witk the Lamas procead- 
ed to ascond the highest mountain in the neigh- 
bourkood, and wheuthey reachéd the summitthey 
ereotad their travelling tents, and began to te- 
cite tho required prayers, the recitation being 
acoompanied by music. Two whole days. wre 
apont on the mountain top, and tho time wis 
in prayer and exorcism, and in building a 
small pyramid of'earth,. which when completed, 

Was whitened with lime. Qn the apexra pole 
was fived to which was fastentd a flay baviag 
printed on it various suitable prayors. ‘The lit- 
tle ereotion was named the Pyramid of Ponco. 
"Tho Lamas and the people then descended, and 
the Lowa visitors packed their tents and quietly 
returned to Koun! » being folly persuaded 
that they had done their daty, and that the bar- 

-rier thay had get up the brigands wonld find 
impassuble, The firm assurance of the Lamas, 
.bowever, did not inspire equal confidence in the 
hoarts of the inhabitants, for dospits the Pyramid 
of Peace, one fine morning.the valley was found. 
vacant, for the herdsmen had decamped with 
their bag and baggage, their hords und thotr 
flocks to. some logs dangorous locality. 

‘Tho Lamaserai of Tchorgorten is a great 
school of niedicine, which, during the sessions, is 
crowded with students; so much so, that: the 
cells being filled the remainder have to dwell in 
huta crsoted under the shelter of the great trees 
of.the Lamaserai. The Lama students are astir 
very eafly in the morning. when they assemble 
to recite their prayers, after which comes the 
morsiny meal, consisting of buttered tea and 
barley moul porridge. When breakfast ig over 
‘the studants are.rendy for the day’s work, which 
consists in botaniziug on the mountain. ‘The 
students go forth in bodies, euch band under the 
guidance of their own professor. Each student. 
is provided with 9 long iron pointad stiok, a amall 
pickaxe, and s leathern bag, which, filled with 
meal,.is suspended irom the girdle; large tea 
kottles ave also taken, somo of the students car- 
rying them on their backs, for the whole day is 
passed on the mountain.” Before sungat ‘they 
may be seen returning, each“one laden with fag- 
gots of branches snd quantities of plants and

tain, sapported by their long staves aud bearing 
these burdens, they. lock more like porching 
wood-cutters thau fuiure doctors in medicine. 
‘The remaining hours of the day are spent in 
cleaning and spresding on mats the barvest of 
the day, The sesion lasts a fortnight, sight 
days being spent in collecting on the mountain, 
and the remaining period inselesting and clas- 
sifying what line.leen previously gathered. The 
fifteenth day is 1 holiday and « festival, when the

‘Lhe Thibetan ‘physicians do not pre- 
soribe” haphazard, but have’ regulsr-books of 
medicine ia which tho oharactaristio of thi 
‘various disoases aro clearly indicated, as also ths 
means of identifying them and: the manner of 
combating them. But'thoy cortainly introduce 
innamorablo superstitions practices in the tront- 
mértoftheir patients. Yat, notwithstanding this 
quackery, there is no doubt that they possess a 
number of very valuable recipes, the resultof long 
oxporiones. It wero porhaps vash to imagine that 
medical saience had nothing to learn from- Tar- 
tar, Thibotan, and Chinese physicians,‘on the 
pretext that they are nct ncquainted with the 
structure nud {ho mechanism of the human body, 
They may nevortheless be in possession “of very 
important secrats, Which soienve alone, no doubt, 
is capable of explaining, but'which, very possibly, 
soience: itself. may nover discover, Without 
boing scientifie, a man may. very well light on 
extromely scientifio youults. 

In China, Tartary,and Thibet everybody can 
mako guupowder; yet it may be safely pro- 
pounded that not ofie of theso powder-makers 
ead explain scientifically this chemical operation. 
‘Each man has a good recipo for making powder, 
and he makes it, : 

Of all Thibotan animals the most usefal to man 
[3 tho long-haired oxen or yak, It is short and 
thicksot, being a littl bigger than a well-fed 
Bengal bull; its body is covered with long,. fine, 
and glossy hair, dhat under, the belly actually 
trails on the ground.
